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CONSTITUTION. 


We,  the  subscribers,  being  deeply  impressed  with  the  im- 
portance of  moral  and  intellectual  Improvement,  and  desiring,  as 
far  as  we  can,  by  a  union  of  mind  and  effort,  to  encourage  in 
this  City  the  cultivation  of  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts, 
have  formed  ourselves  into  a  society  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ; 
and  do  adopt  the  following  Constitution  : 

ARTICLE  I. 

This  Society  shall  be  called  The  Young  Men's  Library 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

A  Library  shall  be  procured  for  the  Association  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided  ;  which  shall  consist  of  the  most  approved  Lite- 
rary, Scientific,  and  Miscellaneous  works. 

ARTICLE   III 

A  Reading  Room  shall  be  attached  to  the  Library,  which  shall 
be  kept  regularly  supplied  with  one  or  more  numbers  of  the  most  pop- 
ular and  useful  Newspapers  and  Periodicals,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Lectures,  appropriate  to  the  objects  stated  in  the  Preamble  to  this 
Constitution,  may  be  delivered  before  the  Association  at  such  times,  and 
upon  such  terms  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  agree  to  ;  and  it  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  secure  such  Lectures,  and  make  all  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  their  delivery. 

ARTICLE  V. 

All  persons  who  shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  Fifty  Dollars,  or  who 
shall  deliver  to  him  Books  valued  by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  Fifty 
Dollars,  and  subscribe  their  names  to  this  Constitution,  shall  be  Life 
Members^  and  as  such,  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  fully  enjoy  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  Association  ;  and  all  persons  who  shall  pay  to 
the  Secretary,  annually,  in  advance,  such  sum — not  exceeding  Four 
Dollars —  as  from  time  to  time  may  be  provided  in  the  By-Laws,  and 
subscribe  their  names  to  this  Constitution,  shall  be  Regular  Members^ 
and  remain  such  until  their  subscription  shall  be  discontinued.  And  each 
member  of  this  Association  may  secure  the  privileges  of  the  Library 
and  Reading  Room  to  a  person  in  his  employment,  or  to  an  inmate  of 
his  family,  for  one  year,  by  paying  to  the  Secretary  annually.  Two 
Dollars  in  advance. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Secretary,  (who  shall  also  act  as  Treasurer  and  Librarian,) 
and  ten  (10)  Managers  ;  and  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Mana- 
gers, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  VIL 

The  Officers  named  in  the  previous  article,  except  the  Secretary, 
shall,  after  the  first  election,  be  elected  annually,  by  ballot,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  December  ;  and  a  majority  of  all  the  voters  present  shall 
be  necessary  to  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  thte  annual  and 
called  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  at  each  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  ;  to  state  questions  for  discussion  and  decision ;  give  the  cast- 
in  cr  vote  in  case  of  a  tie;  call  special  meetings  of  the  Association  and 
Board  of  Directors,  whenever  in  his  discretion  he  shall  deem  them 
necessary  ;  and  exercise  a  general  superintendance  over  the  interests 
and  business  of  the  Association. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

In  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  absence  of  the  President, 
the  Vice-Prtsident  shall  discharge  the  duties  prescribed  in  the  previous 
article. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  offices  of  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian,  shall  be  united 
in  the  same  person  ;  who  shall  discharge  such  duties,  receive  such 
compensation  for  his  services,  and  give  such  security  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  his  duties,  as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  By-Laws. 

ARTICLE  XL 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  procure  and  arrange  the  Library  and 
Reading  Room  ;  appoint  the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian  ; 
receive  donations  and  deposites  of  Books  ;  select  and  purchase  new 
Books,  Newspapers,  and  Periodicals  ;  and  draw  upon  the  Treasurer, 
through  the  President,  or  a  committee  ol  their  body,  for  such  sums,  as 
they  may,  from  time  to  time  require — which  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
funds  appropriated  for  these  purposes.  They  &h;ill  also  manage  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  and  direct  and  superintend  its  business  gene- 
rally ;  hold  annual  and  quarterly  meetings,  at  which  seven  (7)  shall 
form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  ;  have  power  to  fill  va- 
cancies occurring  in  their  body,  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  ;  call  meetings  ;  meet  on  their  own  adjournments  ;  and 
pass  such  By-Laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution,  as  they  may 
deem  expedient  for  the  regulation  of  the  Library  and  Readiog  Room 
and  for  the  general  management  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

An  annual  public  meeting  of  this  Association  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  December  of  each  year,  when  a  report  upon  the  state 
andprospectsof  the  Association  shall  be  submitted  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  ;  an  appropriate  Address  and  Poem  may  be  delivered  ;  and 
officers  shall  be  elected  for  the  enlsuing  year. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 

In  the  event  of  the  dissolution  of  this  Association,  or  whenever, 
from  any  cause,  it  shall  be  suspended,  or  declared  inoperative,  by  a  vote

of  the  Members,  all  the  Books  and  other  property  belonging  to  it  shall 
be  deposited,  for  safe  keeping,  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Richmond 
Academy,  (and  in  case  they  decline  receiving  them,  then  with  the 
Trustees  of  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia,)  upon  the  express  condition 
that  said  Trustees  shall  iurnish  the  Life  Members  of  the  Association, 
and  the  Contributors  of  Books  to  the  amount  of  Fifty  Dollars,  with 
convenient  and  ready  access  to  the  Library  ;  and  upon  the  further 
condition,  that  said  Trustees  shall  deliver  said  Books  and  other  pro- 
perty to  thif',  or  any  similar  Association  that  may  be  formed  in  this 
City:  Provided  the  new  Association,  which  may  apply  for  the  same, 
shall  first  grant  to  said  Life  Members,  all  the  privileges  to  which  they 
are  now  entitled. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

No  part  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  altered  or  amended  except  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  by  the  vote  of  two  thirds  of 
the  Members  present. 


BY-LAWS. 


I.  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  Reg-ular  Members  shall  be  Four 
Dollars,  which  shall  entitle  them  to  membership  for  one  year  from  the 
date  of  their  subscriptions,  and  unless  said  subscriptions  are  renewed 
within  three  (3)  months  after  the  same  have  expired,  their  membership 
shalLcease. 

II.  Persons  not  residents  of  Augusta  or  its  vicinity,  may  be  intro- 
duced by  any  member  of  the  Association,  who  shall  be  admitted  to 
the  privileges  of  the  Library  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  (2)  weeks; 
provided  their  names  are  first  subscribed,  b?/  the  member  inlroducing 
them,  in  a  Book  to  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  for  that  purpose  ;  or 
such  non-residents  may  have  the  use  of  the  Books,  Periodicals,  and 
Papers,  at  the  Library  Roovi^  upon  paying  to  the  Secretary  the  sum 
of  One  Dollar  for  one  month,  or  Two  Dollars  for  a  quarter. 

III.  All  Books  deposited  with  the  Association  shall  be  carefully 
preserved  in  separate  cases  or  shelves,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  depo- 
sitors,  who  may  withdraw  and  return  them  at  their  pleasure.  While 
they  remain  on  deposite,  such  Hooks  may  be  freely  read  at  the  Library 
Room,  by  all  persons  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Library. 

IV.  The  Librarian  shall  prepare,  and  keep  in  a  conspicuous 
place,  a  catalogue  of  such  Books  and  Periodicals  (other  than  those  de- 
posited,) as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  determine  shall  not  be  taken 

•     from  the  Library. 
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REGULATIONS    FOR    THE    EIBRARY. 

I.  No  Book,  recently  published,  shall  be  taken  from  the  Library 
until  thirty  (30)  days  after  it  has  been  received  by  the  Librarian. 

II.  No  Periodical  shall  be  removed  from  the  Reading  Room 
until  ninety  (90)  days  after  its  publication. 

III.  No  Newspaper  shall  be  removed  from  the  file  by  any  person 
except  the  Librarian. 

IV.  No  Member  shall  draw  any  Book  or  Periodical  from  the 
Library,  until  all  charges  existing  against  him  for  subscription,  loss 
of,  or  damage  to  Books  and  Periodicals,  and  fines  shall  have  been  paid. 

V.  No  Member,  or  other  person  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
Library,  shall  be  allowed  to  withdraw  more  than  one  (1)  volume  at  a 
time,  nor  keep  the  same,  if  a  duodecimo  or  under  that  size,  longer  than 
one  (1)  week,  or  it  over  that  size,  longer  than  two  (2)  weeks  :  And 
any  person  who  shall  keep  a  volume  longer  than  these  periods,  without 
renewal,  shall  be  fined  in  the  following  proportions,  viz :  for  a  duode- 
cimo and  volume  of  smaller  size,  two  (2)  cents  for  every  day  ;  for  an 
octavo  volume,  three  (3)  cents  for  every  day  ;  and  for  a  quarto  volume, 
four  (4)  cents  for  every  day. 

VI.  Books  obtained  from  the  Library  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  previous  by-law,  maybe  returned  after  the  expiration  of 
the  time  limited,  and  taken  out  again  ;  but  no  person  shall  be  allowed 
the  loan,  by  renewal,  of  the  same  Book,  more  than  once. 

SECRETARY-HIS    DUTIES. 

I.  The  Secretary,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
shall  execute  a  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  in  the  sum  of 
One  Thousand  (1000)  Dollars,  payable  to  the  President  for  the  time 
being,  and  his  successors  in  office,  for  the  use  of  the  Association,  and 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  all  the  duties  which  may  be 
required  of  him  as  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian. 

II.  As  Secretary^  he  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Association 
and  Board  of  Directors  ;  keep  fair  and  accurate  minutes  of  their  pro- 
ceedings ;  provide  necessary  Stationery  for  the  use  of  the  Association 
and  Board  of  Directors  ;  notify  the  Directors,  either  personally  or  in 
writing,  of  regular  and  called  meetings  ;  and  give  due  notice  of  the 
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Annual  and  called  meetings  of  the  Association,  in  one  or  more  of  the 
City  papers. 

III,  As  Treasurer,  he  shall  keep  correct  accounts  with  the  Asso- 
ciation and  its  members  ;  receive  all  pecuniary  donations  which  may 
be  made  to  the  Association  ;  collect  subscriptions,  fines,  and  dues  of 
every  kind  ;  pay  all  orders  which  may  be  passed  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  drawn  upon  him  by  the  President  or  a  committee  of  their 
body  ;  and  make  a  report  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  at  each 
quarterly  meeting. 

IV.  As  Librarian^  1,  He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  Books, 
Newspaj^ers,  Periodicals,  and  other  property  belonging  to,  or  depo- 
sited with  the  Association,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  all  losses  and 
injuries  which  may  occur  during  his  ofHcial  term,  unless  satisfactorily 
accounted  for  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

2.  He  shall  assess  the  value  of  Books  lost,  and  the  amount  of  da- 
mage done  to  any  Book,  or  Books,  by  tearing,  mutilating,  scribbling, 
or  otherwise  ;  but  in  case  of  any  dissatisfaction  with  the  amount  so 
assessed,  there  may  be  an  appeal  to  the  member  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, acting  as  Monthly  Visitor,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

3.  He  shall  keep  a  Book,  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  names  of 
donors  and  depositors  of  Books,  with  the  title  and  number  of  such 
Book  ;  and  lie  shall  give  a  receipt  to  depositors,  in  the  name  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  also  open  accounts  with  depositors,  and  charge 
and  credit  them  with  such  Books  as  they  may,  from  time  to  time,  with- 
draw or  return. 

4.  He  shall  attend  at  the  Library  Room  daily,  (Sundays  excepted) 
at  such  hours  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may,  from  time  to  time, 
appoint,  for  the  distribution  and  return  of  Books. 

5.  He  shall  keep  the  Library  at  all  times  conveniently  arranged, 
and  see  that  the  rooms  are  cleiinly  and  comfortable — well  warmed, 
when  reccssary,  and  well  lighted. 

6.  He  shall  prepare  far  the  use  of  the  Association,  and  for  the  con- 
venience of  persons  who  may  wish  to  consult  the  Library,  a  catalogue 
of  the  Books  and  Periodicals,  and  have  the  same  printed  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  order. 

7.  Me  shall  annually,  and  when  required  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, make  a  rcpor;  upon  the  condition  of  the  Library. 

8.  He  shall  at  all   times   give    such  information  lo  the  Monthly 
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Visitor,  in  regard  to  the  Library  and  his  official  Books  of  record  and 
accounts,  as  that  officer  may  require. 

RULES  FOR  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

1.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  rotation  and  accord- 
ing to  the  alphabetical  order  of  his  name,  shall  visit  the  Library  daily 
for  one  month,  and  discharge  the  duties  which  are  usually  performed 
by  a  Board  of  Visitors.  And  m  the  event  of  the  death,  absence,  or 
resignation  of  the  member  acting  as  Visitor,  his  place  shall  be  supplied 
by  the  Director  whose  name  stands  next  in  alphabetical  order  :  Provi- 
ded^ that  any  member  of  the  Board  inay  exchange  with  another  for  all, 
or  any  portion  of  his  month. 

2.  Any  Director  absenting  himself  from  a  meeting  of  the  Board, 
without  a  satisfactory  excuse,  shall  be  fined  fifty  cents. 

3.  Any  Director  delaying  his  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
ten  (10)  minutes  beyond  the  time  appointed,  without  a  satisfactory 
excuse,  shall  be  fined  twenty-five  cents.
